Oi the three contested cases from Virginia, 
the republicans of the committee have practic- 
ally agreed upon but one. They have made up 
theirminds to report to unseat Wise from the 
Richmond district, but in the cases of Scrop- 
ton (negro) against Venable from the 4th dis- 
trict, and Bower (republican) against 
Buchanan frora the Sth distriet, the indica- 
tions are that the republicans will so divide 
asto give a majority report to the democrats. 

As regards the Mississippi es, the repub- 
cans, not only of the commiftee, but of the 
house, make no secret of their contempt. for 
Chalmers. They openly declare that the re- 
publican party owes him no debt either for 
past service or any promise of future 
benefit, and:that northern republicans would 
do violence to the sense of decency 
and propriety of their constituents to yote to 
seat him. 

Kirnaghan, who claims Hooker’s seat, has 
scarcely a better standing, as this case utterly 
failed before the committee. 

THE CLAIMS OF THE NEGRO. 

Hill, the negro, who contests Catching’s 
goat, may get a favorable report, not upon the 
merits of his case, but asa measure of party 
policy. The republicans are anxious to con- 
ciliate the negro, and to arrest the movements 
of colored votes towards independent political 
nection. Some of the republican leaders be- 
lieve that at least one step in this direction 
might be aceomplished by seating Hill, es- 
pecially as he has employed himself for months 
in obtaing appeals frem negro republicans in 
his behalf. 

With regard to the contest against Phelan 
from the Memphis distzict, there is no basis for 
estimate. It is allleft to speculation, be- 
yond the fact that as it is set down as the last 
for hearing, there may then be a better chance 
for fair play. The opinion of the democrats is 
that Phelan will not be unseated. It is even 
doubtful if the case will be argued on the date 
fixed, the 8th of April, as the condition of 
Phelan’s health will not permit his attend 
ance and the republicans intimate a willing- 
ness to still further defer the case. 

: THE PAN-AMERICAN TRIP. 

The southern trip of the Pan-American con- 
gress has been deferred for ten days or two 
weeks. A few days ago it was intended that 
the congress would start suuth by the Atlantic 
coast about April Ist, but this evening Mr. W. 
E. Curtis informed your correspondent that, 
owing to unexpected complications in the 
work for which the congress convened, they 
would not be able to start before the 15th, and 
possibly not until the 20th of April.

THE WINDOM SILVER BILL. 


Tobe Reported tothe House With Some 
Amendments. 

WASHINTON, March 24.—By a vote of seven 
to five the house committee on coinage, weights 
and measures today authorized Chairman 
Conger to report the Windom silver bill to 
the house with a number of amendments. 

The first of these isto section five. This 
section makes it the duty of the secretary of 
the treasury to refuse to receive deposits of sil- 
ver bullion for the purpose ofthe act when 
the market price of silver as determined by 
hhiim shall exceed one dollar for 371} grains of 
pure silver. The committee added to this sec- 
tion the following proviso: 

Provided that when the market price of silver, 
48 determined in accordance with section one of 
this act is one dollar for 37144 grains of pure sil- 
ver, it shall be lawful for the owner of any silver 
bullion, the deposit of which for motes is heréin 
provided for, to deposit the same at any coinage 
mint of the Upited States to be coined into stand 
ard silver dollars for his benefit as provided in the 
act of January 18, 1837. 

The next amendment made by the commit 
tee strikes out section six, which authorizes 
the secretary, with the approval of the presi- 
dent, to suspend temporarily the receipt of sil- 
ver bullion at any time when he is satisfied 
that through combinations or speculative 
manipulation of the market, the price of silver 
is arbitrary, nominal or fictitious. 

The next amendment was one proposed by 
the secretary, adding a new section, which 
provides for the stamping with the word 
“‘foreign,’’ resultant bars of all foreign silver 
bullion or coins that may be remelted or re- 
fined. 

The next amendment was to section 11, and 
provides that nothing in the act shall be: con- 
strued to effect the legal tender quality of the 
standard silver dollar. 

A minority report on the bill witl also be 
submitted.

New YORK, March 24.—Futures opened at the 
fame decline, and steadily gave way until prices 
were 6@8 points below the closing figures of 
Saturday. Some depression at Liverpool was the 
cause of the early ston coy receipts at New 


Orleans and Galveston c ‘ibuted to the addi- 
tional reduction. Then came an effort at steadi- 
ness. Then, just befere the last call, came the 
report that receipts at New Orleans tomorrow will 
be 5,000 to 6,000 bales, under which there was a 
quick drop to 11.41 cents for August. 

It was noted that June and August sold within 
two points of each other. This was explained by 
the statement that “long” interest is greatest in 
August.

THE WORLD'S FAIR BILL 


Made a Special Order for This Morning in 
the House. 

Wasninoron, March 24.—4n the house, Mr. 
Cannon, of I!linois, from the committee on 
rules, reported a resolution making the world’s 
fair bill a special order for tomorrow morning, 
immediately after the reading of the journal, 
the previous question to be considered as or- 
dered at 4 o'clock. Adopted. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, from the commit- 
tee on appropriations, reported back the ur- 
gent deficiency bill, with senate amendments 
thereto with the recommendation that certain 
of these amendments be concurred in and cer- 
tain non-concarred in. 

Mr. Henderson stated that the aggregate 
amount carried by the senate amendments was 
$650,000. Amendments, in which the com- 
mittee recommended ccncurrence, carried only 
$37, The amount appropriated by the bill 
was $24,720,000, of which $21,874,000 was for 
the benetit of the old soldiers of the country. 
The tirst bili called up, and which was consid- 
ered in committee of the whole, was the sen- 
ate bill authorizing the establishment of a 
public park in the district of Columbia, 

After a long debate an amendment was 
adopted providing that the total cost of land 
shail not exceed the amount of money appro- 
priated by the bill—#1,200,000. 

Pending further action, the committee rose, 
and, at 5 o’clock, the house adjourned, 
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LEFT ALONE IN THEIR GLORY. 
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A Tough Gang of Northern Visitors in Annis- 
ton. 

ANNISTON, Ala., March 24.—{Special.]—Of 
the many northerners who have visited the 
south within the last two years, most being 
treated like gentlemen, have behaved as such, 
but the people of Anniston were treated to a 
spectacle by the Vermont excursionists today 
that is very seldom witnessed in the south. 

The party is composed of two classes, one 
apparantly decent and the other decidedly 
tough. While some of the more respectable 
among them were being shown around 
the city the balance of the party 
stopped at the depot and in a_ short 
while the southern gentlemen present were 
opening their eyes at the sight of white men 
Laving their pictures taken with negro 
wenches on their arms, and negro baby’s on 
their shoulders, while others were dancing 
with negro strumpets, and others were 
“setting “em up” to good liquor, making 
their dark companions drunk and altogether 
having a ‘‘good time.’’ 

This, in the ears of decent white men, may 
sound exaggerated, but every word can be 
substantiated by eye-witnesses. All our peo- 
ple who saw the proceedings were thoroughly 
disgusted, and before the train left the yankee

TORNADO IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Several Persons Killed and Buildings Lev- 
eled to the Grotind. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 24.—A violent 
storm—approximating the force of a tornado 
in some places—swept over the northern, 
western and central portions of the state Sat- 
urday afternoon. Many telegraph wires are 
still down, and satisfactory reports are not yet 
received. The loss of life was small, but sev- 
eral negroes were killed in Sumter county, 
and a white man in Union county by falling 
houses. A railroad bridge over Broad river, 
near Spartanburg, was blown clear from its 
iers, tive minutes after a train had passed. 
Many dwellings and stores lost roofs and. 
spires. A Baptist church in Sumter was blown 
down. Buildings were unroofed, fences lev- 
eled; trees uprooted, and a Presbyterian 
church destroyed in Chester county. There 
was a severe blow with occasional damage to 
buildings in Florence, Spartanburg, Newberry 
and Charleston counties. 


THEY STRUCK OUT. 


Carpenters at Work on Baseball Grounds 
Quit Work. 

Boston, March 24.—The carpenters at work 
on the Boston players’ club grounds were or- 
dered to quit this afternoon by the carpenters’ 
union. All but seven men of the eighty em- 
ployed went out. According to Walking Del- 
egate Clinkard, of the carpenters’ union, the 
Federation of Labor have been given to un- 
derstand, time and again, that ont g meer for 
their indorsement the brotherh would as- 
suredly see toit that contracts would be let out 
to such coutracters as would agree to employ 
unien labor, pay union wages, and enforce 
the union standard of the workday, whether 
it might be of eight or nine hours. It is 
claimed that not only has the brotherhood 
club of Boston failed to conform to the re- 
quirements of the union, but that the brother- 
hood managers of other cities have practically 
ignored, in the placing of their contracts in- 
dorsement of labor organizations and wishes 
of the carpenters’ union in Chicagoand Phil- 
adel phia. 


It May Be Whilden’s Body. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Telegrams received here this afternoon from 
Florence and Decatur, Ala., announce the 
finding of a body in the Tennessee river, which 
is snpposed to be that of B. D. Whilden, the 
missing capitalist of this city. The body was 
much swollen and disfigured, and had evi- 
dently been in the water some time. Friends 
of the missing man have one to Decatur to 
see if they can identify the body. An engraved 
gold ring, which the missing man always wore, 
was not found on the fingers of the body taken 
from the river. 


Mr. Tupper’s Mission. 

JHICAGO, March 24.—A dispatch from Ot- 
tawa, Ont., says: Hon. C. H. Tupper, minister 
of marine and fisheries, has returned from 
Washington. He said that his mission had 
not been a diplomatic one, but that he had 
gone to Washington togive Sir Julian Paunce- 
forte information which his department pos- 
sessed in reference to the Behring sea matter. 
That question alone has been considered during 
the last fortnight, and all he could say at pres- 
ent was that negotiations were not yet 
completed. The Atlantic fisheries question 
had not yet been taken up.

An Important Decision. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The supreme 
court of the United States today rendered 
decisions in what is known as the granger 
cases, being appeals from the decisions of the 
state supreme court of Minnesota, upholding 
the action of the state railroad and warehouse 
commission in fixing rates for handling and 
switching cars of the Minneapolis aud Eastern 
railroad, and fixing rates on milk over the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul road. The 
decision of the state court is reversed in both 
cases. 


Sugar Producers Protest. Lis 
Saw FrRANcisco, March 24.—The San Fran- 
cisco chamber of commerce this afternoon 
adopted resolutious reciting that the existing 
tariff on sugar is favorable to the development 
of the beet sugar industry of the country, and 
particularly of the Pacific coast, and protesting 
against the proposed reduction of duty on this 
product.

THE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


SENATOR SHERMAN SUBJECTED TO 
AHOT FIRE 


ON IMPERFECTIONS IN HIS BILL. 


Some of the Senators Think the Ohio Senator 
a Very Poor Doctor to Apply the 
Required Medicine. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Several petitions 
against the ratification of the extradition treaty 
with Russia having been presented from Mas- 
sachusetts and Missouri, Mr. Hoar said that 
he would once more raise the question as- to 
their presentation in open session. 

‘That was decided the other day,” said Mr. 
Vest, ‘“‘by a vote of the senate.”’ 

“It was decided,’ Mr. Hoar replied, ‘‘when 
there were very few senators present, and in 
the absence of members of the committee on 
foreign relations.’’ 

“T think that the decision should be reversed 
atonce. I had supposed until the other day,” 
said Mr. Dawes, ‘‘that there never was a ques- 
tion but that such petitions should be pre- 

' sented in executive session. That vote the 
other day seemed to be a departure from the 
custom. I have no choice about it myself.”’ 

“‘T should like a full senate,” said Mr. Cock- 
rell; ‘‘when the point is discussed I think that 
the senate did exactly right the other day.”’ 

The point of order was withdrawn by Mr. 
Hoar, for the time being. 

THE MONTANA REPORT. 

Mr. Hoar, from the committee on privileges 
and elections, reported four resolutions in the 
case of persons claiming seats as senators from 
the state of Montana—two of them declaring 
that Clarke and Maginnis were not entitled to 
seats, and the other two declaring that Saun- 
ders and Power were “entitled, on the merits 
of the case, to be admitted”’ to seats. 

A resolution from minority of the committee, 
making opposite declarations, were reported 
by -Mr. Gray, and all was ordered to be 
printed, Mr. Hoar giving notice that he would 
ask the senate to consider them Thursday 
next. 

SHERMAN’S ANTI-TRUST [BILL. 

The bill to declare unlawful trusts‘and com- 
binations in restraint of trade and production 
was taken up, and Mr. Turpie addressed the 
senate. He discussed the constitutional 
points involved, and concluded by expressing 
the belief that congress had the same power to 
regulate inter-state commerce that tho states 
had to regulate commerce within their own 
lines. 

Mr. Pugh followed Mr. Turpie in an argu- 
ment in favor of the bill. He said the exist- 
ence of trusts and combinations had become a 
matter of public history, and the magnitude 
and oppressive and merciless character of the 
evils resulting from them had caused univer- 
sal inquiry to be made whether congress could 


not do something to prevent or mit- 
igate those evils and those intolerable 
exactions. He had no doubt that 


congress had the power to make such trusts 
and combinations criminal and punishable. 

Atthe close of Mr. Pugh’s remarks, Mr. 
Platt made the point of order that there was 
no quorum present, and a cail of the senate 
was thereupon ordered. 

During the call many senators entered the 
chamber, and the result was that forty-seven 
senators answered to their names, and the 
regular proceedings were resumed. 

REAGAN'S AMENDMENT. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Reagan, be- 
ing his anti-trust bill, was the first question to 
be voted on. 

Mr. George said that he regarded the amend- 
ment, as he did the bill, as without warrant in 
the constitution. But he regarded the amend- 
ment as more efficient than the bill—if an un- 
constitutional bill could be efficient—and for 
that reason he should ‘‘at this stage of the 
game,’ or rather of the proceeding [laughter] 
vote for the amendment, 

Mr. Teller said he was in full sympathy with 
the objects of the bill, the only question was 
how trusts and combinations could be con- 
trolled. The bill, he said, would apply to 
the farmers’ alliance and the national 
farmers’ league, which were organized with 
the avowed purpose of increasing prices 
of farm produce—a thing which he 
regarded as most desirable and as absolutely 
essential to the prosperity of the country. He 
did not want to go to the extent of interfering 
with organizations which he thought were ab- 
solutely justified by the remarkable condition 
of things in the country. 

Mr. George referred to the Knights of Labor 
as another organization that would come 
within the scope of the bill, because the object 
of that order was to increase their wages and 
consequently to increase the cost of pro- 
duction. 

JUMPING ON INGALLS’S AMENDMENT. 

The diseussion took a wide range and drifted 
from Mr. Reagan’s amendment to that offered 
by Mr. Ingalls (aimed at dealingsin ‘‘futures’’ 
and ‘‘options.’’) . 

Mr. Stewart argued that such measures as 
the pending bill would reach every transac- 
tion in life, and would be particularly oppress- 
ive to the struggling masses who were making 
combinations to resist accumulated wealth. 
Its practical working would be to crush out 
the efforts of people who were striving to pro- 
tec. themselves against oppressive monopolies. 
Besides, he did not find any warrant in the 
constitution for such legislation. If the bill 
was constitutional, it would permit the prose- 
cution of farmers of Iowa or Kansas, whocom- 
bined to hold back their corn until prices were 


better. He regarded as the worst ‘‘combine’”’ 
in the country, that which made money 
scarce. 


Mr. Blair opposed Mr. Ingalls’s amendment 
as being really the legalization or licensing of 
the crime of gambling in ‘‘futures,’’ on con- 
dition of paying a high tax. 

Mr. Hoar condemned the bill as inadequate 
to afford the relief it purported to give, and he 
characterized it as a ‘‘quack reimedy.”’ 

Mr. Shefman retorted by asking Mr. Hoar 
what genuine remedy he (Mr. Hoar) had to 
propose, if the bill under discussion was 
‘quack medicine.”” He said that the duty on 
cotton cloths, or woolen cloths, was a little too 
low to protect the manufacturers of Massa- 
chusetts. Nota month or a day would be 
allowed to pass before he (Mr. Hoar) would 


| demand a remedy in the way. of raising the 


duty. Here was a remedy for a greater wrong 
than any that results from a low tariff. 

Mr. Hoar replied to Mr. Sherman and in- 
timated that some other doctor ought to be 
called in to consider the case, or that some 
other remedy besides court-plaster should be 
prescribed for it. 

VEST SAYS IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

Mr. Vest aimed some sarcastic remarks at 
Mr. Sherman, denying that there was anything 
in that senator’s carcer that gave him the right 
to assume that he had discovered the only 
remedy and only road to success against com- 
binations. He (Mr. Vest) objected to the bill 
because, in his judgment, it would affect noth- 
ing, becaust, as a lawyer, he believed that the 
supreme court would not entertain it for a 
moment; because it destroyed all his ideas of 
the limitations of the constitution; because it 
was against letter and spirit of the judicia 
act of 1789, and because it was ‘“‘sound an 
fury, signifying nothing.” For the senator 
from Ohio to assume that he alone had found 
a remedy for the evil was, to say the least, 
trinscending the limits of parliamentary mod- 
esty. 

Mr. Hiscock spoke against the bill as not 
promising any relief. 

Mr. Teller did not believe either that the 
bill would afford any relief against the evil. 
His real objection to it was that it was de- 
lusive. 

The bill went over till 
action. 

Conference was agreed to on the urgent de- 
ficiency bill, and Messrs. Hale, Allisen and 
Cockrell were appointed conferees on part of 
the senate.

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BALFOURS SCHEME 


FOR THE PURCHASE OF LAND BY 
THE TENANT. 


A VERY COMPLICATED MEASURE, 


Which Mr. Gladstone Says Demands a 
Searching Consideration—Terms of 
the Relief Bil. 


Lonpon, March 24.—In the house of com- 
mons tonight Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for 
Ireland, introduced a bill for the purchase of 
land in Ireland, and for, the improvement of 
the poorand more congested districts. The 
bill alse provides fur the establishment of an 
Irish land department. 

Mr. Balfour said he believed that every 
party agreed as to the necessity for increasing 
the nuanber of occupying owners in Ireland. 
Some on both sides view with disfavor any pol- 
icy that excluded the landlord class from rural 
social life. With these he greatly sympathized 
knowing how in Great Britain the landlord 


contributed to the well-being of others. 
Fortunately it was easier to increase 
the number of occupying owners in 


Ireland than in England, because the price of 
land in Ireland was lower and the tenant pos- 
sessed tenants’ rights, irrespective of the land- 
lords. Still a measure dealing with land pre- 
sented complicated issues. In proposing the 
formation of a land department a ap bes 
nature of the question presented itself. There 
were no fewer than five bodies for valuation 
and the sale of land, namely: the land estate 
court, boards of commissioners appointed un- 
der the acts of 1881 and 1885, commissioners of 
valuation, and board of works. The bill pro- 

osed an amalgamation of these into one body. 
Cries of “Hear, hear.’’] 

Regarding the question ‘‘ought a land pur- 
chase biil to be compulsory,” the government 
answered no. Compulsion should be used 
sparingly. [Irish cheers.] But when justified 
by necessity it should be applied. [Ministerial 
cheers. ] Compulsion could not be 
one-sided. they compelled a 
landlord to sell, they must force the tenants to 
buy. The most cogent reason against compul- 
sion was that they could not make the bill 
compulsory without applying it to the whole 
of Ireland. The government saw no possibili- 
ty of proposing at one go a 4 an enormous 
transaction as the compulsory transfer of the 
whole land of Ireland from the existing own- 
ers to existing occupiers. [Hear. Hear.] 
Ought they tothrow any risk upon the Brit- 
ish tax-payer? The government again an- 
swered no. Such acourse was practically im- 
possible. Even British credit could not be 
used for carrying out the proposal if a risk to 
British tax-payers was involved, still British 
credit under perfectly secure conditions must 
be used. [Parnellite laughter.] 

THE GOVERNMENT'S ADVANCES. 

Unless that was done neither would the 
landlord have assurance that he would receive 
for his land anything better than waste paper, 
nor would @ tenant receive assistance or in- 
ducement to buy. In dealing with the ques- 
tion of advances to tenants to enable them to 
purchase, the government had decided against 
advancing more than twenty years’ rental, 
meaning rent from which had been deducted 
the local rates which are now paid by the land- 
lord, but which, after purchase, must be paid 
for by the tenant. 

As illustrative of the workings of the scheme, 
Mr. Bal‘our instanced a holding, the gross rent 
of which is £107 and the net rent £100 a year, 
upon which one year is due. The bill, he said 
encouraged the landlord.and tenant to bar- 
gain as to the price of the holding, and 
if they failed to agree, referred the question of 
price to the and department, the officials of 
which, putting aside a year’s arrears, must 
satisfy themselves of a bona fide transaction 
and that the security is adequate and must see 
that not more than twenty years purchase is 
advanced. The department might next issue 
a — order, making the tenant owner of 
the holding, all arrears of debts to the land- 
lord being wiped out, dead rents abolished and 
the tenant put in possession, free of obligation, 
except the payment of 4 per cent. yearly 
upon the money advanced. This per cent. 
he called a normal annuity, but during the 
first five years the bill required the tenant to 
pay 8 per cent. of the net annual rent. 

TENANTS’ INSURANCE FUNDS. 

In the case supposed this would amount to 
£30, of which the government proposed to re- 
tain £12 as the tenants’ insurance fund, to 
meet seasons of special distress. The land 
department might draw upon this fund, if the 
tenant fell into arrears. 

So far the bill was the Ashbourne act im- 
proved. In addition to the provisions of the 
Ashbourne act, the bill required security for 
purchases.

In event of local purposes being 
interferred with, through the operation of the 
bill, it would be the duty of the grand jury to 
levy an equivalent compulsory rate upon the 
locality where such interference occurred. All 
this did not form the only security given under 
the guarantee fund. 
THE LANDLORD’S PORTION. 

In addition the treasury would hold the 
landlord’s fifth and the tenant’s insurance. 
Before the contingency fund was approached 
in time of distress the landlord’s portion would 
be taken with the accumulated reserves. The 
experience of twenty years showed that less 
than two and ahalf per cent of the annual 
installments in Ireland remained unpaid, 
Under the newscheme six per cent would 
have to remain unpaid before any security 
would be touched, excepting one-fourth_per 
cent reserved from the tenants’ annuities. 

After further elaborate financial details, 
showing how the imperial exchequer was 
secured against default, Mr. Balfour said 
it was 8 Br ype. unless there were 
repetitions of the calamity of the famine of 
1846, that the guarantees affecting the poor 
law and education grants would ever be ap- 
proached.

Beri, March 24,—The emperor has ap- 
pointed Count Enlenberg, the now governor 
of Hesse-Nassau, Prussian minister of the in- 
terior; Dr. Mignel, one of the leaders of the 
national liberal party, minister of finance; 
Baron Heune, minister of agriculture, and 
General Von Goldtz, minisser of public works. 

A CONFERENCE SUGGESTED. 

VIENNA, March 24.—It is reported that 
Count Kalnoky, imperial prime minister, has 
suggested that a conference be held between 
Emperor William, Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and King Humbert, as the only means of 
allaying the anxiety prevailing in Austria and 
Italy, in regard tothe situation arising from 
Prince Bismarck’s resignation. It is hoped 
that Emperor William will agree to attend 
such a conference, and that he will bring with 
him General Von Caprivi, the new chancellor. 
Count Kalnoky and Signor Crispi, Italian 
prime minister, would also be present at con- 
ference, in case Chancellor Yon Caprivi at- 
tended. The Austrian government considers 
that Emgeror Williams’s declination to attend 
such a conference would cause trouble and un- 
easiness throughout Europe. Especially would 
this be the case in Balkan states, in regard to 
which it is reported that the governments of 
Russia and Germany will make an agreement 
at the expense of Bulgaria.

Rich 
was ordered to produce Jake before the county 
commissioners. Rich is one of the wealthies#, 
most popular and infinential young men in 
Marion county, and when he undertakes to do 
a thing he usually succeeds. 

A CONVINCING ARGUMENT. 

On meeting the commissioners he took off 
his coat, produced a check book and began an 
argumentin Jake’s behalf. It required two 
hours of fast and emphatic talk to gain his 
point. But he guinedit. The climax to the 
argument was reached when Rich signed a 
check for a good round sum and throwing it 
before them invited the commissioners to 
aceept or reject it, and tobe ina hurry about 
making UP their minds. The check was ac 
cepted. The amount of money it called for is 
not yet known. Rich refuses to say, and the 
Marion county commissioners are equally re- 
ticent. Jake and Rich returned to this city 
last night to be dined and wined by friendly 
sports.

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‘AT HIGH WATER MARK 


WATCHING THE RIVER RISE At 
CINCINNATI, 


WATER IN SOME OF THE STREETS. 


Trains Abandon the Union Depot—Fears of 
a Further Rise Allayed by Cleir Skies 
and Good Reports from Above. 


Crxciywatt, March 24.—At 10 o'clock thig 
morning the Ohio river measured fifty-six feet 
ten inches, and was rising at the rate of twa 
inches an hour. With no more rain a sixty- 
foot river seems inevitable, but with a cloudy 
sky and mild temperatare, the outlook for rain 
iS a Serious prospect along the mighty stream. 
Within an hour it will have passed the ex- 
treme point of the flood ofa few weeks ago. 
The river is rising at all points below Pitts- 
burg. There isa modicum of satisfactiou in 
the fact that the Kanawha river is falling both 
at Abington and and Charleston. The Little 
Kanawha is higher than ever known. Here 
the most active work is in progres¢ to remove 
goods from the narrow strip of river point 
which is subject to overflow. Cellars have 
already been vacated and the first floors mm 
many houses will soon be invaded by the flood. 

The experience of 1883, when the river 
reached sixty-six feet four inches, and of 1834, 
when its highest flood ever known measured 
seventy-one feet, shows that very little damage 
may be expected to brick and stone structures 
in Cincinnati. The few that crumbled then 
have been replaced by more substantial founda- 
tions. Of course all wooden buildings must 
float, but there are comparatively few of 
these. 

CLIMBING TO THE UPPER STORIES. 


Many families in tenement houses and cote 
tages along the river front will be compelled 
to go into upper stories or vacate their quarters 


entirely. All railroads, except the Chesae 
peake and Ohio and Kentucky Central, have 
been compelled to abandon the Central Union 
depot and to establish temporary depots at 

ints which can be reached. Hill Creek val- 
ey is again a lake, and for the second time 
gardeners find their spring work destroyed by 
the water. Railroad freight traffic is greatly 
interrupted, and some roads must cease 
today within the city limits. Express goods will 
be carried, however, so long as trains can get 
within distance of hauling. Covington and 
Newport are cut off from the city now, so far 
as street car traffic is concerned. The ferries 
also are obliged to stop because they cannot 
find landing points. 

The casualty list began to be made up yes 
terday when two men and a boy were drowned 
back of Covington by the capsizing of a skiff. 
Quite a large district is already flooded and 


residents are compelled to vacate their houses. 


THEY ARE FRELING BETTER. 

If there was any apprehension of a great 
flood here during today, it has all been dis- 
sipated tonight. Had the rains been as 
heavy on the north side as on the south side of 
the Ohio, the flood would have exceeded that 
of 1854. But tributaries north of the Ohio 
have not risen so as to occasion remarks. Over 
and above this the sky hereis clear except in 
the west at 10 o’clock tonight, and wires bring 
news of a stationary or falling river in the 
Ohio and all itstributaries from Portmouth up. 
If thereisno heavy rain in the Ohio valley 
within forty-eight hours the river at Cincin- 
nati will not 
inches. 

RECEDING AT PITTSBURG. 

PitTsBurRG, March 24.—The rivers are re 
ceditg slowly, marks af 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing indicating two and a half feet fall since 
last night. e weatheris bright and clear. 
and the water is falling at all points from 
Pittsburg to the headwaters. All danger of a 
disastrous flood is passed. Mills along the 
banks nfthe three rivers were closed down 
today on account of the water getting in the 
furnace pits, but by tomorrow all will again 
be in operation. Along the lowland in Alle- 
ghany, residents were busily engaged cleaning 

ouse after the flood and replacing the effects 
removed yesterday to the upper tloors. The 
Pittsburg and Western railroad are still par- 
tially submerged. It is thought, however, 
that traffic can be resumed this afternoon 
The damage done by high water was small. 

ALONG THE LEVEES, 

New Orveans, March 24.—A Picayune 
Arkansas City special sa The river at this 
point is rising one-tenth in twenty-four hours 
and stood on the gauge this evening forty-nine 
and nine and one-half tenths, which is one 
foot and seven and one-half tenths higher 
than it was in 1882. 

The levee broke at Chicot City, thirty miles 
above this place last night, and the crevasse 
was 150 feet wide at 3 o’clock this evening and 
widening fast.

MACON GAMBLERS 


FIND A DETERMINED FOE IN 
JUDGE MILLER. 


W. T. Harbaum, the Richest Gambler in the 
City, Pleads Guilty to Three Changes, 
and Is Fined $1,500. 


Macon, Ga., March 24.—[Special.}—Judge 
Miller is determined to put a check to gam- 
bling in this city, if such a thing is possible. 
It is a well known fact that gambling is con- 
ducted very openly in this city, and Judge 
Miller, of the Macon circuit, has warned the 
gamblers no&to appear befure him twice. 

A GAMBLER ON TRIAL. 

Today the richest, most successful and best 
known gambler in Macon, W. T. Harbaum 
was arraigned before Judge Miller on three 
different true-bills found by the grand jury. 
He plead guilty to the charges. Judge Miller 
fined him $1,579. The $79 was the costs in}the 
case. Judge Miller, however, required Har- 
baum to pay only $1,039.50, and held up 
$539.50 to see if Harbaum would stop 
gauibling, and should he ever 
be brought before Judge Miller 
again, he will be forced to pay the $539.50 in 
addition to whatever other fine is imposed. 
Harbaum promptly paid the $1,039.50. He is 
quite well off, and that sum does not seem to 
have any depressing effect upon him. 

HE MUST PAY UP. 

There is no deubt but that Harbaum will 
have to pay several thousand dollars if again 
arraigned before Judge Miller. 

The rule, heretofore, in the Macon courts has 
been to impose a fine from fifty to three hun- 
dred dollars for gambling, which did not aid 
much in checking gambling, as the gamblers 
regarded these amounts more asa license-tax 
for doing business than a penalty to stop the 
evil. Kecently when several gamblers were 
arraigned before Judge Miller, he warned them 
against appearing before him a second time, 
and notified thein that if they wish to gamble 
they must leave the Macon circuit to do it.

A Veteran of the War of 1812—His Honor- 
able Career in Private Life— 


A Large Family. 


CARROLLTON, Ga., March 24.—[(Special.J— 
Your correspondent had an interview with a 
centenarian yesterday. His ‘name was Jesse 
Parrott, and he lives within two miles of Car- 
rollton. 


A LONG TIME AGO, 

“Jesse Parrott was born the 22d day of March, 
1790, in Virginia, and moved to Georgia with 
his parentsin 1795. His father located in 
Greene county, near where Greensboro is 
situated. When the war of 1812 
came on Mr. Parrott was ‘‘drafted’’ as a sol- 
dier, and went to Savannah under Captai 
Tom Dawson. His colonel was Jeff Thomas, 
and General Floyd commanded his brigade. 
This old soldier was in a number of battles, 
one of which was that of New Orleans. 

After the war Mr. Parrott moved to 
Fayette county, near “Shakerag,” and 
there lived something over fifty 
years, after which he moved to this county, 
where he has been living five years. 

Mr. Parrott and Sarah Cooper were married 
in 1815, and to them were born ten children, 
eight of whom are living, the oldest, a daugh- 
ter, being seventy-two years old. 

THE CENTENARY CELEBRATED. 

Mr. Parrott celebrated the one hundredth 
anniversary of his birthday Saturday, 
at which time your correspondent, 
In company with Major J.({H. West, of Car- 
rollton, yisited: his home. We found the 
gentleman seated by a cosy fire, but owing to 
his dullness in hearing, we could not talk to 
him much. He told of his birth place, his 
war record, etc., and when asked if he was a 
hundred years old bursted into tears, perhaps 
realizing the fact that he could not celebrate 
many more birthdays. 

Mr. Parrott has been affected with a cancer 
on his face for eleven years, and he has not 
been able to work much since that time. Up 
to his eighty-fifth year he made a good farm 
hand, and his daughter Mrs. Amanda Johnson 
told us that he did some work in the garden 
last year. He walks around the place now. 

PENSIONER OF 1812, 

Mr. Parsott has been drawing a pension 
from the United States government since 
1871 for services rendered during the war of 
1812. Heisthe only man drawing such peng 
sionin this county, or in the state, as far as 
the writer’s knowledge extends. He is the 
oldest man in Carroll county by several years.

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SUICIDE. - 


4 MIDDLE-AGED MAN TRIES A NEW 
SCHEME AT THE MARKHAM. 


He Places a Rubber Tube in His Mouth, Con- 
nects It With a Gas Jet, and Then 
Swallows Half Ounce Chloroform, 


Early yesterday morning the facts about 4 
most sensational attempt at suicide were made 
public. 

And the story was much talked about around 
town. 

The scene of the affair was the Markham 
house. 

Friday evening a middle-aged stranger ar- 
rived in the city, and after knocking arouud 
for awhile, went to the theater. 

After the play was over he was lost sight of, 
and did not turn up again until Saturday 
night, when he went to the Markham house 
and registering as H. B. Carter, called for a 
room. He was given room No. 106, and slept 
there Saturday night. 

HE SMELLED GAS. 

About 6:40 o’clock Sunday evening, a young 
man passed the door of room 106 and smelled 
escaping gas. 

In a few moments Mr. G. B. 
Rock, a traveling man was near the door and 
heard a groaning within. He went down to 
the office and reported the fact to Mr. George 
W. Scoville, manager of the house. 

Mr. Scoville called the night watchman and 
sent him up stairs, he himself going by the ele- 
vator. They both arrived at the room about 
the same time, but found that the young man 
who had first smelled the gas had crawled over 
the transom and had done what he could to 
relieve the suffering man whom he had found 
within. 

Dr. G, B. Simpson, who has but lately come 
to Atlanta, was summoned, and found the 
man, who proved to be Carter, 
in a precarious condition. He was lying with 
his head toward the foot of the bed, breathing 
heavily, his extremities cold and the circula- 
tion almost gone. 

HOW HE HAD WORKED IT. 

The would-be suicide had purchased a sec- 
tion of rubber tubing seven or eight feet in 
length, and a bottle of chloroform containing 
about two ounces. 

He placed one end of the tube around a gas 
jet in the chandelier, pushing up the regulator 
so as to insure a full and free flow of gas, and 
putting the other end in his mouth, he inhaled 
a portion of atwo-ounce bottle of ether and lay 
down to die. 

So soon as Dr. Simpson found what was the 
matter he sent for a cylinder of oxygen gas 
that he had brought with him from New York, 
and began using it. 

Dr. C. T. Brockett, the dentist, was sent for 
and brought an electric battery. This, with 
the oxygen gas, saved the man’s life. 

About 6 o’clock yesterday morning Mr. Car- 
ter became sufficiently conscious to respond 
to the Masonic signal from Dr. Simpson. He 
began to show signs of warmth and resuscita- 
tion about 2:30 o’clock yesterday morning. It 


was the united efforts of Dr. Simpson, Dr. 
Brockett and Mr. Scoville, who 
were all unfailing in _ their atten- 


tions, which saved the man’s life- 
HE HAD WRITTEN A LETTER. 

The following letter was found in the room; 

“ATLANTA, Ga., March 22, 1890—12 O'clock, Mid- 
night.—Dear Friends: I shall have to impose on 
your kindness, and ask you to perform the lastsad 
rites for me that can be given to mortal man. 

“After the coroner’s inquest oe let some un- 
dertaker take charge of my bodyand hury it in 
the strangers’ burying ground. Let the money 
that you will find in my pants cover the expense. 

“There will no one claim my remains, so there 
need beno delay on that account. 

My name is Henry B. Carter, born in Springfield, 
N. J., October 31, 1835. Died in Atlanta, Ga.‘ 
March 23, 1890, age fifty-four years, four months 
and twenty-five days. re 

Please give this as little prominence as it 18 pos- 
sible. 

I wish you would post the sealed letters on the 
table.

Dr. Simpson, 
who bas lately removed to the city, did all in 
his power to save his patient, and is still in 
attendance.

The Cotton Situation. 

According to the Chronicle’s advices down 
to last Friday night, cotton declined in con- 
sequence of Prince Bismarck’s resignation. 

For the week the total receipts have 
reached 38,547 bales, against 54,755 bales 
Jast week and 63,554 bales the previous 
week, making the total receipts since the 
Ist of September, 1889, 5,529,305 bales, 
against 5,175,204 bales for the same period 
of I8s8s-9, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1889, of 354,041 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
76,572 bales, of which 35,677 were to Great 
Britain, 1,186 to France and 39,709 tothe 
rest of the continent. 
figures indicate an increase in the 
cotton in sight of 159,775 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1889, a decrease of 
2,549 bales as compared with the correspond- 
ing date of 1888 and a decrease of 111,673 
bales as compared with 1887. 

The totals show that the old interior 
stocks have decreased during the week 19,- 
036 bales and are-35,058 bales less than at 
the same period last year, The receipts at 
the same towns have been 10,496 bales less 
than the same week last year, and since Sep- 
tember 1 the receipts at all the towns are 
50,224 bales more than for the same time in 
1888-(). 

The Chronicle says: 

The speculation in cotton for future delivery at 
this market was a little depressed on Saturday 
last by the English advices (in particular the oc- 
currence of the colliers’ strike), bnt values par- 
tially recovered on Monday on a demand to cover 
contracts. On Tuesday, however, prices made a 
more decided break than has occurred in some 
time—dropping 10a@12 points—and receded to 
about the figures that were current before the 
late advance took place, namely, 11.34@11.35c. 
for August. This decline was due to the report of 
the stopping of many millsin England, owing to 
the scarcity of coal, and to the resignation of 
Prince Bismarck. On Tuesday there was a recov- 
ery of 425 points, due toa demand to cover con- 
tracts, the small stocks in this market making the 
bears very timid. Leading Germans, who had 
Bold on the first report of Bismarck’s retirement, 
were active buyers. The depression in Liverpool 
‘was not so great as the bears had expected. Spec- 
ulative manipulation was evident at all the prin- 
cipal markets. Yesterday, with Liverpool better 
and port receipts small, there was an advance of 
8@9 points for this crop, with the next crop 
Slightly dearer. Today a sharp advance at Liver- 
pool and the termination of the colliers’ strike in 
England caused a buoyant opening, followed by 
snore decline under sales to realize. Cotton on 
the spot declined 1-16c. on Tuesday and advanced 
i-i6c. on Thursday and again 1-16c. today, closing 
at 11\4c. for middling uplands, 

Planting operations are progressing in 
Texas, and it is believed that the damage in 
the southwest from the overflow will not be 


as serious as was at first apprehended.

About Booms, 

We are glad that the first furious fever of 
the boom stage is over in the south. We 
are growing, and growing rapidly, but real 
estate gambling has had a serious set back. 
The number of professional boomers who 
lately infested the Piedmont region has 
grown wonderfully small and beautifully less. 

This does not mean that development 
and town building are on the wane; on the 
contrary, there never was a time when such 
prodigious work was being done in the south, 
and there never was a time when it was 
more sure of a rich reward. A large in- 
crease of values always follows actual devel- 
opment in the south, and the sensible and re- 
doubtable developers are willing to wait till 
the harvest is ripe before they gather it. A 
few disastrous attempts to inflate values on 
promises and sell out the property before any 
substantial work had been done, have shown 
the folly and iniquity of such schemes. It 
is dangerous even to anticipate actual de- 
velopments very far. In several towns we 
eould name, the fruits of good, honest work 
ona large and expensive scale, have been 
delayed several years by running the price of 
‘Property beyond reason. Once having put 
up the price it was awkward to put it down, 
and the owners had to sit still and wait for 
the town to grow, meanwhile doing without 
an income from their property. - Meanwhile, 
also, the access of population was cut off by 
high prices, A shrinkage and sweating 
‘process had to be gone through with, and 


- ——@xch it was finally done, the towns took 


a new start. Since the reaction they have 
been steadily growing; and now promise to 
develop with great rapidity, 

Compare this experience with that of At- 
Janta. When other towns were wild with 
excitement she kepttdol and kept at work. 
Today not one of the booming towns can 
show more rapid progress, and few can show 
as great; none of them can show in the last 
three years arecord as clean of financial 
wrecks. This can be said with good grace, 
now that all the boom towns have reformed. 
In none of them, so far as we are aware, is 

there any serious attempt to get up the ex- 


‘Gitevornt that raged three years ago. A | 
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burnt child is afraid of fire, and they all 
know what a boom means. 

It cannot be denied that the booms at- 
tracted capital and secured heavy invest- 
ments, but development would have done 
the same. Results are potent anywhere, 
and they are as potent in the clear light of 
reason as they are in an atmosphere of ex- 
citement, which is to say that a well man is 
as able a citizen as a man in a fever, and he 
has ten times the endurance. 

The increase of values is as sure to follow 
development as a harvest is to follow faith- 
ful tillage of the soil, and we can all afford 
to wait the little time it takes to mature the 
crop. It is much safer, as Atlanta’s expe- 
rience shows. 


The Work of a Crank. 

If Rev. Sam Jones should pitch his tent in 
Oakland, California, at this time he would 
reaparich harvest of repentant sinners. 
The people in that part of the country are 
mightly stirred up over Prophet Erickson’s 
prediction that San Francisco, Oakiand, 
Chieago'and New York will be destroyed by 
an earthquake- April 14th, sharp. A dis- 
patch states that they are selling real estate 
for a song and-leaving the country in dreves. 
Prayer meetings are held all day long, with 
no rest in the evening, and there are other 
evidences of the biggest kind of a revival of 
religion among the people. 

Verily, the age of superstition is not past, 
when people supposed to be sound and in 
their right minds allow themselves to be 
thus influenced by every crank that comes 
along, and turned aside from the even tenor 
of their way by every wave and wind of doc- 
trine. -The superstition of the negroes of 
the south -is nothiug to this, for it carries 
more excuse with it; but here are men who 
are supposed to be fairly educated and to 
possess a fair share of common sense, giving 
their property, their hard-earned wealth to 
strangers, and leaving their homes at the in- 
stance of a lunatic. 

It is the way of the world; -however. If 
Erickson is a revivalist in disguise, he has 
made work enough to keep him busy fora 
while; but he is a crank of the worst type, 
and should be drummed out of civilization. 


Georgia Leads Them All, 

The Canadian government, having made 
an offer of a free grant of one lundred acres 
of land to every father with twelve children, 
has had one hundred and forty applicants 
within three weeks’ time, and it is said that 
applications are still coming in with every 
mail. This is a good way to settle up and 
improve unoccupied lands, and the govern- 
ment is charmed with the success of its 
scheme. It furthermore shows that the 
French Canadians are following the script- 
ural injunction in the matter of multiplying 
on the earth. 

If the United States government should 
make such a proposition to the people, it 
would, perhaps, have even a happier result. 
For instance, a man with twelve children to 
call him father attracts no attention in Geor- 
gia. To employ an expressive phrase, ‘‘the 
woods are full of them.’’ Indeed, fifteen 
children in the family are not unusual, and 
occasionally the record runs as high as 
twenty. 

This is another evidence of Georgia’s 
greatness; she leads them all—in the new 
world and the old. 


Building New Towns, 

Our readers have doubtless had their at- 
tention directed in acasual way to several 
new towns in the south, established, organ- 
ized and conducted by northern capitalists. 

Some of these towns are building up rap- 
idly, and others are making a promising 
start. Asarule, good judgment has been 
shown in their location, and it is safe to say 


that they will: from time to time make a , 


gratifying exhibit in the census reports and 
on the tax books. 

It is not a very difficult matter to build a 
brand-new town, and make it stick on the 
map, when it is backed by brains, enterprise 
and capital. 

Less than thirty years ago a capitalist de- 
cided to build a model town about thirty 
miles from Philadelphia. He bought a 
cheap tract of land—a treeless plain of sand. 
People would not live there—at least, the 
natives would not, as the soil was not pro- 
ductive. Our capitalist, however, was con- 
fident that he could make a success of any- 
thing. He laid off his sandy plain into town 
lots and wide streets running at right an- 
gles, He built neat cottages for his work- 
men, opened a store, built a school-house 
and a church, secured a depot anda _ post- 
office, and then went to work to draw people 
to his town. He employed real estate agents, 
organized a literary bureau to write up the 
place, and sent out thousands of pamphlets. 

Now, in the northern and middle States 
there are thousands of well-to-do families 
who are not satisfied with either city or 
country life, and they do not like their towns 
as they are at present organized. The capi- 
talist addressed himself to these people. 
They read his pamphlets and circulars, and 
thought the matter over, It was a tempting 
prospect—a new town out in the country, 
and yet within an hour’s ride of a large city—a 
town where the streets were uniform—where 
the lots were of the same size—where each 
house was so many feet from the sidewalk— 
where the owner of each lot had to plant 
and maintain so many treés of a certain kind 
in astraight row on the edge of his sidewalk 
—where every deed contained conditions 
prohibiting the use of the property for sa- 
loons, gaming or immoral purposes. Thou- 
sands of quiet families of means fell in love 
with the scheme, and began to flock to the 
place singly, in pairs and by the score. The 
capitalist held his grip on the town until it 
was well started. He was the one-man 
power---a. sort. of autocrat. When he found 
that a merchant charged high: prices he set 
up an opposition store, Finding that meal 
and flour were sold in small quantities at a 
higher rate than’ in large quantities, he 
started his own mill to correct ‘ the injustice. 
A druggist violated the condition of his con- 
tract and sold: liquor, He was promptly 
held under a pump and drenched until he 
pledged himself never _to offend again. 
Other disorderly individuals were sumuma- 
rily dealt with, and without being injured 
in life, limb or property, were taught to be- 
have themselves. 

Such a town could not be built in a day, 
nor ina year. But in ten years it was a suc- 
cess, and at the end of a quarter of a century 
it was a. beauty—a community of 12,000 
‘moral, intelligent and well-to-do people, liv- 
ing in pretty houses, with handsome public 
and business edifices, and weli-shaded 
streets and parks. So many people were not 


‘going to sit down and do nothing. They 


started quite a number of small and profits. | 
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the soil merely made these amateur pio- 
neers all the’more determined to revolutionize 
it. They worked and experimented,and turned 
the town into gorgeous gardens, and the 
surrounding territory into smiling vineyards 
and shining fields, 

For thirty years the town has run its 
pleasant and prosperous course. It has 
never had a pauper in it. There is no des- 
titution. The solitary policeman has for- 
gotten the duties of his office. The justice 
of the peace has forgotten all his law. Itis 
a model town of friendly neighbors. 

Some of the new towns starting in the 
Piedmont region appear to be on the same 
line. We believe that it is a good one. There 
are many localities in the south where @ new 
town organized by sensible and just men 
with plenty of money to back them will 
grow and flourish as conspicuously as the 
little city which we have endeavered

Mr. Morton’s Southern Trip. 

The name of Levi P. Morton is not as 
familiar now to people who read newspapers 
as it was during the Harrison-Morton cam- 
paign. Since the election he has dropped in 
the background, as all vice-presidents do, and 
very little ‘has been heard of him. He has 
been doing the south recently, and, having 
finished . his itinerary, he is at home again, 
and telling his experience. 

Like all wide-awake men, Mr. Morton 
saw a good deal in the south that interested 
him. We infer from what he says that his 
trip was made notable by a series of pleasant 
surprises that greeted him on every side. 
Among other cities, Atlanta isa wonder to 
him—-its push, its pluck, its progress and 
prosperity amazed the man of millions and 
gave him something to think about. 

Perhaps Mr. Morton's visit may do the 
south good. If he came in contact with 
mary of the people, he doubtless gained 
some pointers as to their needs. It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that many, on parting 
with him, asked to be remembered to Mr. 
John Wanamaker and other ‘‘friends’’ of 
theirs among the powers that be. With 
these things in his mind, he may whisper a 
word of reform as to certain southern af- 
fairs in the presidential ear, and may give 
the postmaster-general a hint that may have 
a wholesome effect in his future business 
relations with the south. 

But this is doubtful. When these big 
republicans of the north find us forging 
ahead in a business way, they become in- 
stantly satisfied with themselves and their 
administration, and, smiling, say: ‘*‘ We did 
it.’’ But the fact is, the south is going forward 
against great obstacles now. Wait till an- 
other democratic era dawns if you want to 
see her move!

Near by stood a brick chimney, where a 
house had been burned down. A twelve-pound 
shot struck the pile and it went tumbling to earth, 
scattering its bricks about, some of them striking 
the young soldier’s legs. He did not waver. As 
regular as the beat of a pendulum was the swing 
of that-ax, and when the pole fell, friends and foes 
vied together in yoing. their admiration of the 
young man, as he deliberatly shouldered his ax 
and returned to his place in his command.’ ”

BITION ORGANIZATIONS 


Are to Meet—The Georgia Lodge of Good 
Templars Issues the Call and Takes 
the Initial Step. e 


Georgia lodge held one of the largest and 
most enthusiastic meetings at their hall, No. 
94 East Alabama street, last night, that has 
been held by the lodge for some time past. 

The following resolutions were. offered and 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote. A 
committee, consisting of James G. Thrower, 
B. B. Smith and DeWitt C. Ingle, was ap- 
pointed to carry out the sense contained there- 
in: 

“Whereas, We.the officers and members,of Gcor- 
gia Lodge Independent Order of Good Templars 
are made painfuliy aware that the cause of pro- 
hibition is being greatly endanged by a growing 
difference in opinion as to the best means to pro- 
mote the cause of temperance at this time, and 

“Whereas, There is present danger of the dif- 
ference culminating in open strife between 
brother and brother unless some good spirit should 
interfere to bring the various factions together in 
a friendly conference, the present controversy 
will, in all probability, end in open warfare, not 
between prohibitionists and the liquor traffic, but 
between pruhibitionists and prohibitionists, the 
final result of which would be a permanent 
division of the temperance people with a united 
whisky influence and the perpetual establishment 
of the whisky traffic in our midst. Therefore 
be it 

“Resolved, That Georgia lodge make an effort to 
throw oil upon the troubled waters by bringing 
about a conference between the different factions. 
To this end we respectfully ask 

1. That an armistice be declared for twenty-four 
hours, or until such time as a conference can be 
called, and an effort made to agree upon some 
plan that will be feasible and acceptable to all. 

“2, We respectfully recommend, as an initiatory 
step,that the president, A. A. Murphey, of the 18990 
club, appoint five of the representative members 
of that club, and the Hon. George H, Hillyer, 
president of the Prohibition club of 
1887, appoint five representative citizens, 
and this lodge appoint five of its members, viz: 
The Rev. J. W. Lee, Captain W. A. Hansall, Judge 
John D. Cunningham, Rev. Virgil C. Norcross and 
Kev. J. B. Hawthorne to represent this lodge in 
said conference. 

3. We respectfully ask that a preliminary meet- 
ing of said conference be held at the hall of Geor- 
gia lodge, No. 914 E. Alabama street, at 3 o’clock 
tomorrow (Tuesday) afternoon. 

4. This lodge hereby pledges itself to see that 
the president of the 1890 club and Hon. George H. 
Hillyer be furnished with copies of these resolu- 
tions in ample time for the appointment of. their 
respective committees, and we further pledge our- 
selves to abide by the decision of said conference, 
whatsoever it may agree upon in reference to Ccall- 
ing an election at this time.

A Card in Which He Announces Some Prin- 
ciples. 

Hon. W. J. Northen, in the last issue of the 
Solithern Alliance Farmer, published yesterday, 
has the following card, in which he deals with 
several public questions : 

EpItoR SOUTHERN ALLIANCE FARMER: For 
some months past I have been employed by the 
proprietors of the Southern Cultivator to make 
regular contributions to the columns of that 

aper. 

7 Fo have done me the honor to publish some of 
these articles, as copied froin the Cultivator. In 
your last issue I noticed that you selected from a 
recent nuinber of the Cuitivator an article. by my- 
self, headed “Hold On,” in which I saw fit to ad- 
vise the farmers of the state to continue the 
policy, so successfully followed the past year, in 
raising their home supplies. 

I note your criticism as follows: “This was ad- 
vice to farmers—fit and meet—twenty years aro,” 
etc. Withoutany comment from myself, furthar 
than to say that the proprietors of the Cultivator 
occasionally send me personal letters received by 
them, from different sections, endorsing and com- 
mending my communications. They had the 
Kindness to send me, by last mail one, an extract 
from which I beg you will publish as follows: 

“DELHI, Ohio, March 14, 1890.—Southern Culti- 
vator Publishing Co., Atianta, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
Ihave been deeply interested and very much 
impressed with the articles appearing from time 
to time, written by W. J. Northen, and would 
like to know more of the resoruces of the state, 
agriculturally, and from a successful man, such 
as I take Mr. Northen to be, both from the fact 
that his articles are practical and progressive, and 
that he is frequently quoted by northern and 
eastern agricultural papers. 

“Will you be so kind as to give me his postoffice. 
I desire to know more aput your state from such 
aman as Mr. Northen.” 

As this was a personal letter, you will of course, 
not expect me to give the name of the writer to 
the public, but I will by this mail, return the let- 
ter to the Cultivator, and you can get the name of 
its author from Mr. George W. Harrison, only for 
your own information. 

With such indorsement and such prospects of 
usefulness to the state, I feel quite encouraged to 
continue the line I have followed. 

I note you further say, “how does the writer 
now stand on the great issues of this day and 
time, to-wit: Absolute control of railroads and 
transportation? An augmented currency, with 
flexible volume? .Government supremacy over all 
vested rights of corporations?” I answer, “upon 
the policy outiined by the National alliance, with 
this qual fication: that I do not believe the gov- 
ernment should ever so far yield its authority to 
control railroads asto make government owner- 
ship necessary. The state is supreme, and it 
sbould control all interests in righteous justice to 
every citizen.”’ 2 

In order that I may answer more fully, I am in 
favor of any policy that will adjust the burdens 
of business and of goyernment so that they shall 
not bear upon any citizen more than upon anoth- 
er, and I am absolutely opposed to any policy 
that gives one man, one class, or ene corporation, 
rights and privileges that infringe unjustly upon 
the rights and privileges of another man, another 
class, or another corporation. 

With al) deference to your opinion, I do not un- 
derstand that ‘economy, diversitied farming, self- 
sustaining agriculture, stock-raising, improved 
methods in preparation, cultivation and fertiliza- 
tion,” are now to be eliminated from the policy of 
the alliance, but that they will possibly be as help- 
ful to farmers bow as “‘twenty years ago.”’ 

As the true theory in any great and good move. 
ment is not found in appealing to the passions, or 
prejudices, or cupidity~or fear of the people, I 
shall stand upon the higher and better policy of 
general good, as well as our rights in the govern- 
ment, that all classes may hasten to aid in adjust- 
ing the galling yoke in their fullest sympathy and 
co-operation. 

Looking to the success, even now possible upon 
the farms and in business, ftuch of my time in re- 
cent years has been given in building up the ma- 
terial resources of the state. 

In my position before the people, I shall con- 
tinue to make this just as much “an issue of this 
day’’ as any you have put in your platform.

The fact 
that it has” proved such an important part of 
the departments in all the larger cities is 
enough to make me an advocate of the system 
for Atlanta. We have now the best force we 
have ever had, and it is under the best organi- 
zation; but the police alarm wonld add fifty 
pereent toits strength and power for good.”’ 

Everybody who has watched the work of the 
police department under Chief Connolly, will 
indorse all that Mr. Lester says of it. The 
force was never before in so good condition. 
The city is better patroiled, and the force better 
handled than it ever has been. It is doubt- 
less true that justas much is accomplished with 
the force as is possible; but the increase in 
the territory of the city, and the rapid 
building ‘up of the suburbs make additional 
precautions necessary. Whether the police 
alarm—which is, in its workings, essentially 
the same as the fire alarm—is necessary or not, 
a light patrol wagon isa necessity. That 
would not only facilitate the work of the police, 
but would be a step forward in decency, to say 
the least. The spectacie of a half-beaten 
“drunk’’ being carried through the principal 
streets is anything but edifying. The ‘Black 
Maria’”’ is used for the most of these cases, but 
it is heavy and cumbersome, unsuited to patrol 
work.

Mr. T. M. Green, of Washington, who is 
one of Wilkes county’s wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens, isin Atlanta.

Regarding it from the standpoint of a prac- 
tical and snecessful man, Mr. Green thinks 
the purchase of the Okefeenokee swamp prop- 
erty the biggest transaction made in Georgia 
in many a day. 

“It is impossible to estimate the good to the 
state of that sale—and, of course, to the pur- 
chasers. The state will be benefitted by the 
development of the property, which, as it 
stands, is practically worthless; then, 
for the purchasers there is great 
wealth. There is no reason why that 
property shouldn’t be found rich in phosphates ; 
then there is all the timber and the value of 
the land when it is drained—all of it promising 
ereat things. It was wise in the state selling 
it, for no matter how rich it might be, the 
state could not impreve and develop it. I 
consider it a case for congratulation all

JS IT TRUE THAT THE PLANT SYS- 
TEM HAS GOBBLED 


Xhe Columbus Southern?—Another Story to 
the Effect That the L. and N. Is Back- 
ing the Middle Ga. and Atlantic. 


It is currently reported that a majority of 
the Columbus Southern bonds are owned now 
by the Plant system. 

Every line going out of Columbus—except 
the Georgia Midland to Griffin—is owned by 
the Central. 

If it be true that the Plant system have se- 
cured control of the new line, then Columbus 
is.assured the advantages of a lusty competi- 
tion. 

Then again. The ultimate object had in 
building from Columbus to Albany was an 
extention to Florida—on, that is, into the ter- 
ritory of the Plant system. 

‘There can be had no direct confirmation of 
the rumor, but its circulation has called at- 
tention to the vaguely important possibility of 
the new road. 

Will it remain an independent line, and be 
extended to Florida? 

Will the Plant get it? ] 

Will the Georgia Southern and Florida take 
hold of it? 

Will the Louisville and Nashville or the 
Central pick it up, together with the Florida 
Central and Peninsula, and connect them 
by a short line to Monticello? 

It’s an important road, and the more so be- 
cause it’s an independent line—unless the 
Plant system has really bought it up. 

Middle Georgia and Atlantic. 

It seems pretty certain that the seaport ter- 
minus of Colonel Machens road is to be Savan- 
nah. The projectors are to be granted a con- 
ference with the city council within a few 
days and this matter definitely decided. 

It is claimed by the projectors of the pro- 
posed road that they have 109 miles now under 
contract, and as.all their iron comes this way 
they want rights-of-way settled at an early 
date, so that they can begin work at this end 
of the line. They have sixteen miles of road 
completed between Machen and Eatonton. 
They do not ask any money subscriptions 
from Savannah. All they want, it is under- 
stood, is rights-of-way into the city and termi- 
nal property, the former to be obtained from 
council, and the latter they will purchase. 

It is said by those whoclaim to be posted that 
che South Bound will be friendly toward the 
new enterprise, and that the two railway en- 
terprises will pool issues. This can be done 
much more practically by following the origi- 
nal line of the Atlanta, Atlantic and Great 
Western, via Sylvania instead of Swainsboro, 
and forming a junction with the South Bound 
in Effingham county, north of Springfield. 

For weeks surveying parties haye been in 
the field between Savannah and Sandersville, 
and Sandersville and Eatonton,securing right- 
of-way and running preliminarylines. Every- 
where the engineers have announced that the 
road wanted no money nor stock, but simply 
right-of-way. 

Who’s backing it ? 

The question is the more interesting as the 
belief strengthens that the line is to be actu- 
ally completed within a year or two. The 


work is being pushed now, and Colonel Machen 


is in the habit of saying that he has no idea of 
stopping the work until his line is constructed 
from Atlanta to the sea. 

Some peoplefbelieve that the Louisyille and 
Nashville is furnishing the money. 

From Atlanta the Middle Georgia and At- 
lantic would be available for a route to Savan- 
nah and the Aflantic. The latter is now being 
built up as.rapidly as possible, and as it seems 
to have unlimited money, the suggestion of the 
Louisville and Nashville being the power be- 


hind it, gets plenty of believers. That would 


make the Louisville and Nashville a formida- 
ble rival of the old systems of Georgia and 
would open up the sea route from the west. 
The air-line distance is about 230-miles be- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah. 

‘The Middle Georgia and Atlantic will be 
238 miles long and in no place will it deflect 
more than six miles either way from the air. 

The proposed route is from Atlanta to 
Covington, thirty-two miles, cutting the 
length of the Georgia road by nine miles, on 
occount of the Stone Mountain loop on the 
Georgia. From Covington, then almostina 
Straight line to Macon. The contract for this 
distance was let last Saturday. 

At the other end, beginning at Savannah, it 
will goto Malvern Branch, and from there 
will pass near Swainesbore to Sandersville, 
cutting through a half dozen counties, Two 
surveys have already been made of the route, 
beth making the distance 113 miles. From 
Sandersville west to Eatonton, no survey has 
been made, but the distance will be about 


. fifty-six miles, calculations being made for a 


deflection to Sparta. From Machen to Eaton- 
ton is seventeen miles, fifteen of which has 
been laid with iron. This will be completed 


* by April Ist. 


“ The distance would then be. Atlanta to 
Covington, thirty-two miles; Covington to 
Machen, twenty miles; Machen to Eatonton, 
seventeen miles; Sandersyille to Savannah 
113 miles—a total of 238 miles. 

Macon, Ga., March 24.--[Special.] - Your 
reporter interviewed Colonel Machen on the 
subject of the report published here today that 
the Louisville and Nashville was behind his 
road.

fhree Warrants Sworn Out Against Him— 
Waives Examination and Gives Bail 
for His Appesrance in Court. 


Harry Frank, the well-known ticket broker, 


® & under arrest. 


He was arrested at the instance of the South 
Carolina Railway company, by Captain Couch, 
Patrolman Reeves and Deputy Sheriff Perker- 
gon yesterday morning. 

When the officers entered his office and 
showed the search warrant he became very 
much excited, fumbled around among his 
papers, and then rising he walked back into 
gis private office. 

“Hold on,” said Captain Couch, “I want 
those duplicate dies and things.” 

“They are my property, and you have no 
right tothem,’’ replied Mr. Frank, as he pulled 
put a drawer and rapidly transferred a num- 
ber of things to his pockets. 

“Well, you'll have to go to the stationhouse, 
then.”’ 

The party went to the stationhouse and asked 
that the prisoner be searched. The station- 


house keeper complied and found a number of - 


dies for stamping different tickets, with other 
articles. 

Captain Couch then made a search of the of- 
fice and found one die, the duplicate of the 
Bouth Carolina railway stamp, and a lot of 
punches used in punching tickets. 

Mr. Frank is a man of wealth and promi- 
nence, and many friends came forward to of- 
fer their assistance. Mr. Burton Smith was 
employed for the defense of the case. 

Frank refused to make any explanation or 
talk about the case at all. 

THE CHARGES THAT ARE MADE. 

The story of transactions that led up to the 
arrest is about as follows: . 

For a year or more the railroad companies 
have been suspecting that Frank was doing a 


Dusiness which was not strictly accordiug to 


law, but were unable to obtain any informa- 
tion that was definite and conclusive. 
The fact that Frank was said to have made 


$10,000 out of the last Piedmont exposition in- 


creased their suspicions. 

On March 1%h a ticket was taken up at 
Charleston which the railroad men thought 
looked suspicious. The holder of the ticket 
stated that he had purchased it from Harry 
Frank, in Atlanta. 

The holder of the ticket came with Mr. P. N. 
gaird, of Augusta, to the city to investigate 
the matter. Messrs. Calhoun, King & Spald- 
ing were retained in the case, and the investi- 
gation proceeded quletiy. 

The Charleston Railroad company authori- 
ties were requested to send the ticket, but in 
the meantime another was presented at the 
Charleston oitice that had the same look about 
it. 

Mr. C. N. Wells, ticket agent for the South 
Carolina railway at Charleston, was on the 
train when the bogus ticket was detected by 
the conductor. Mr. Wellsimformed the pas- 
senger that he would have to return to Charles- 
ton under arrest, or come to Atlanta with him. 
The passenger agreed to come to At- 
lanta, and accompanied by Mr. Wells, reached 
this city Saturday morning. Mr. Wells met 
Mr. C. M. Ward, the new general manager of 
the South Carolina railway, in Atlanta, to 
whom he reported the facts. General Mana- 
ger Ward consulted with Mr. King, of Cal- 


houn, Spalding & King, and a _ course 
of action was agreed upon. It 
was their intention to arrest Frank 


Saturday, but Captain Couch was out of the 
city and action was postponed until yesterday. 

‘The railroad men as well as the ofticers of 
the law felt confident that the case had been 
fully made out. 

A well laid scheme was apparently laid bare 
when the little box containing stamps, chemi- 
cals, punches and other apparatus for doctor- 
ing tickets was discovered. 

There were stamps on ‘‘Line Street Station, 
South Carolina Railway ;” ‘‘Marietta, Western 
and Atlantic Railway ;’’ “R. D. Mann,agent;” 
**Atlanta Union Ticket Office;’”’ and ‘‘East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Of- 
fice. Ed. Kirby, agent.”’ 

Besides these were bottles with rubber stop- 
pers, of ‘‘Eareka;’’ Collins’s Ink Eradicator, 
with small glass droppers anda small sponge 
with an ivory handle, used in removing the 
moisture. 

There were anumber of punches such as 
are used in punching tickets, one being a 
“B. C.”’ baggage check punch, which is sup- 
posed to have been nsed in changing dates on 
punched coupon tickets. 

Then there was a lot of rubber stamps and 
letters, with different colored ribbons, such as 
correspond with the coloring on the tickets 
issued by different roads. 

THE PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

The plan of operations unraveled by the in- 
vestigators seems to have been to have some- 
body, say in Cincinnati, to purchase a limited 
ticket to some southern city, say Charleston, 
These tickets were 
purchased on occasions when special excursion 
rates were given. 

It was a requirement that the ticket must be 
signed and stamped by the agent in Charleston 
before it was good for the return trip, and its 
limit was fifteen days, or such other timeas 
fixed by the railroad authorities interested. 

In Charleston the ticket would be taken up 
by a scalper and sent to Harry Frank in 
Atlanta. 

When some drummer or old customer of 
Frank’s came for a ticket, Frank would fix 
him up say to Charlotte then from Charlotte 
to Charleston, and from Charleston 
back to Atlanta. Having the South Carolina 
railway eheck, Frank could stamp the old Cin- 
cinnati return ticket, affix the name of C. N. 
Wells, passenger agent, and then the custo- 
mer would promise to return all the unused 
coupons to Frank, on his arrival in Atlanta. 

To provide against any trouble with the 
sleeping carmen, Frank would provide his 
customer with a 1,000 mile ticket, or a paste- 
board ticket that was genuine and 
instruct him to show this at the window in- 
stead of the coupon ticket, in case he should 
want a sleeping car. 

All the different stamps found were enclosed 
each in a separate case, marked with the name 
of the road on the outside, so as to be easy to 
get hold of when needed. 

One of the tickets taken up had been tam- 
pered with. The original fictitious name had 
been erased and another iictitious name substi- 
tuted. 

Mr. C. N. Wells, whose name is claimed to 
have been forged, and whose stamp had been 
duplicated, swore out two warrants for Frank, 
charging him with forgery and selling forged 
paper. 

MR. HARRY FRANK. 

Harry Frank came to Atlanta from Cincin- 
nati several years ago, and engaged in the 
ticket brokerage business. He was energetic, 
affable and obliging, and made many friends, 
His business grew and thrived, and he soon 
accumulated a snug little fortune and enjoyed 
ai enviable position among the leading 
business men of the town. 

His father is engagedin the same businessin 
Cincinnati, and he hasa brotherin New Or 
leans engagetl in the ticket brokerage business. 
His arrest created a big sensation yesterday, in 
businese circles all over the city. 

MR. FRANK TALKS. 

Mr. Frank was kept in the office at the sta- 
tionhouse during the day, and when ap- 
proached by a reporter, remarked: 


“J don’t know that I care to be quoted. Put |

always tried to behave myself 
and treat everybody well.” 

‘What about those stamps?” 

“All I have got to say is that I came by 
them legitimately. I don’t know, unless it 
was some personal feeling, why I was 
subjected to this harsh treatment. 
As I said before, I think the 
best thing I can dois to say nothing for the 
present.” 

**When will your trial occur?’ 

“T have noidea. I have had no. informa- 
tion yet even as to the amount of bond re- 
quired. My counsel has charge of the case.” 

Late yesterday afternoon the bonds were 
signed in the three different cases for which 
Warrants had been issued, for altering tickéts 
in two instances, and selling them in the third. 
The bonds, each $3,000, were signed by a num- 
ber of business men of means amply sufficient 
to guarantee them. Mr. Frank waived pre- 
liminary hearing and was released from cus- 
tody, to be be tried later in the court. 

Mr. Wells has been with the South Carolina 
railway eleven years and no one in the service 
of the company stands higher with the patrons 
of the road or possesses the confidence of the 
officers to a greater extent than he. He has 
been bothered greatly by the unauthorized 
use of his stamp or a_ duplicate of 
it for a long time and has 
worked zealously and cautiously to trace it to 
its hiding place. Yesterday he said: 

“Frank’s statement that he came by my 
stamp, or a duplicate of it, legitimately, is un- 
true. No one has authority to use that 
stamp except myself, or those in my office. 
General Manager Ward has expresed. a 
determination to prosecute Frank to the ex- 
tent of the law, and there will be no compro- 
mise in this case. He has given us much 
trouble, and now that we have located it we 
will not stop until he is punished.”’ 

The Richmond and Danville company had a 
Pinkerton worker for three weeks on a case 
which gave them much trouble and was finally 
abandoned without a solution, 

A one coupon Washington, D. C.. ticket 
made its appearance and was sold from At- 
lanta. The holder of the ticket 
would ride to Charlotte, N. seh 
onit and then return it by mail. The con- 
ductors’ punch in the ticket was obliterated by 
a large ‘*B. C.”’ punch, and the ticket again 
sold to Washington. The same ticket has been 
used for two or three trips in this way to Char- 
lotte, and then finally to Washington. 

THE BONDSMEN. 

Late last evening, after discussing the case 
thoroughly in consultation with his counsel, 
Mr. Frank said: 

‘“‘I am satisfied that no moral wrong or legal 
crime has been committed, and am confident 
that a full investigation will sustain that 
statement.”’ 

Mr. Frank’s bondsmen are Messrs. Aaron 
and Jacob Haas, M. Frank, M. Rich, Harry 
Hanlein and David Mayer. 


HE IS DEAD. 


Mr. Eli Hulsey, Father of Councilman Hul- 
sey, Dies Yesterday. 


An old and highly respected citizen of 


- DeKalb county, died yesterday morning a little 


before four o’¢lock. 

Mr. Eli Hulsey, the venerable and well be- 
loved father of Councilman Wm. H. Hulsey, 
has closed his eyesin the long, long sleep. He 
died at his home in DeKalb county, peacefully, 
surrounded by his children and grand-children, 
by relatives and friends. 

Mr. Hulsey was in his seventy-ninth year. 
and had been a resident of DeKalb county 
almost continually, since he was 
a boy, coming from Jasper county, where he 
was born. 

He was one of the best known citizens of his 
county, and was a familiar and always wel- 
come figure in many homes and in the busi- 
ness circles of Atlanta. 

The news of his death, though not sudden or 
wholly unexpected, will be heard with sorrow 
by very many of the people of DeKalb and 
Fulton, especially among the older citizens, 
who were his fellow pioneers in ante-bellum 
days. 

Mr. Hulsey’s remains will be interred in 
Oaklaud cemetery at 2 o’clock this afternoon.

tened the task of obedience to the 
guard who atterided them, and that 
- the fragrance of some tlower brought a tender, 
' gacred memory which touched their hearts, 
and perhaps softened and refined the sullen, 
defiant faces! Who is it that does not, at the 
breath of some old-fashioned rose, live over 
again the bright moment of childhood’s days, 
when, on tip-toeé, we reached up to grasp in 
our tiny fingers the sweet, rich red roses over- 
‘hanging the walks in grandmother’s garden ; 
and do not the dear old spice-pinks remind us 
af our ec zer baby faces bent over long borders 
of them in the same old garden walks; and 
will not their delicious perfume always bring 
a cheering message of love and peaee and 
will from the friend we loved in later 
i ehcee favorite flowers they were.”’ 

More than one thousand young men, varying 
from sixteen to thirty years of age, make this 
their bresent abiding place, and each one is, in 
@ great measure, the architect of his own for- 
tune. so far as his life thereis concerned. 

Each young man upon entering is placed in 
the second or middle grade, from which he is 
zetrograded or promoted, as his behavior 
merits. They are divided into three grades, 
each one being Known by number and uni- 
ferm. Each convict has his number, by which 
he is called, sewed on his garments. The 
highest or first grade hasa blue uniform; the 
second or middle. grade wear dark, greenish- 
gray suits and the lowest grade are more con- 
spicnously clad in uniforms of scarlet. If their 
‘conduct is orderly and their work well done 
andaltl rules strictly obeyed, they are soon 
promoted from the middle grade to the highest 
grade, and should they continue to prove faith- 
ful, whenever it is possible their time is 
Shortened. However, if they are surly and 
shirk their work or are disobedient, they fall 

tothe searlet-coated grade, and when work 
hor» ore over for the dav they, with the middle 
grade,. file to their cells, and alone eat the 
Tai. 1 bread, whale those of the blue coats 
are permitted to eat at long tables and can 
‘enjoy the sauce of conversation with the sup- 
per of wholesome rye bread, golden cheese, 
stewed dried fruit and tea, with which their 
ta'es are supplied. This privilege, is indeed 
an inducement for good behavior, aside from 
being a reward for efforts at right-doing, and 
then, there isthe dash of sweet hope at the 
thought of soon being free.This is the question ? 
Will the demon of rernorse or revenge or des- 
Spair be ever present and forever ruin their 
lives, or will they suffer and plead for pardon 
to one who hears and pitieth his children and 
thei accept his promise and enjoy the sun- 
shine of lis presence and the sacrement of 
piace, thus encouraging the longings for truth 
and wisdom, and go back into the outside 
world brave, true men receiving this as dis- 
cipline, and thus enabled to win 
Buccess, and teach hopeful lessons to other 
erring ones? They are frequently sent out on 
parole—on trial ef honor, and none of them 
are ever dismissed without having a business 
Situation provided for them, by which the 
managers, and even then, though their past is 
kept in secrecy in their new home, if they do 
not prove themselves worthy of release they 
are returned to the reforinatory—still being 
held responsible to this institution for a cer- 
ta'n tength of time after they pass from its 
tes. 

betore the, it seems to me, questionable law 
went into effect prohibiting the sale of work 
resulting from the labor of these young men, 
the reformatory was a vey bee-hive of machine 
shops, each one (and there are many, all trades 
being taught) filled with workers who evinced 
an aptitude for the special occupation which 
Was thus given him, and those who had been 
taught a trade before coming there could con- 
continue his work. The Jaw is so modified as 
to permit the sale of their work, but it takes 
comparatively only a few hours of their time 
to supply the markets open to them. Some of 

the raw materials in the workshops, when con- 
verted into products for market, are destroyed, 
but this does not give much inducement to la- 

or. Efforts at reform become palsied with 
fidleness of these inmates; the managers know- 
ing this, begat a military organization, form- 
ing an entire regiment, with thorough instrue- 
tion in military tactics. The band began as 
<dirum corps, but now, with their full set of 
brass instruments, they make splendid music. 
I saw eight hundred in the drill, and the time 
and movements and bearings of each one were 
perfect. At the rear end of the building, be- 
yond the large enclosure forming an inner 
court, surrounded by the buildings, where they 
have the parade ground, is the gymnasium 
where the ‘- ‘‘dullards,’’ as they are 
termed, receive training in _ physical 
culture. These cannot engage in 
the drills. Somehow it does not seem that 
these ‘“‘heads too full at the base,”’ and blank 
looking faces, belong to men who can have 
the mind to be reformed, and that some other 
asylum would be the preper place for them; 
but we were told that enforced cleanliness, 
physical exercise, taken systematically and 
regulations of dict, iovamel them in every 
way, so that they could support themselves. 
Some of the cells are furnished with carpets 
and other comforts sent by heart-broken, but 
still loving mothers and wives and sisters. <A 
gentleman who had been one of the managers, 
told me that they did not permit them to re- 
ceive presents now, as money and knives and 
files were so often secreted in the folds of a 
garment or between the crusts of a pie or in 
the heart of acake. He said that it was won- 
4erfui the arts of deceit which a mother would 
practice to enable her son to escape; that one 
mother, in kissing herson good-by, passed a bill 
{ money from her lips to his in the 
erage of the officers, and that the son, when 

1€ Was speken to, concealed the money in his 
handkerchief in drying his eyes. So they are 
compelled to forbid many visits, or any private 
Ones. 

The mental and moral natures of these un- 
fortunate young men are carefully looked 
after. They are instructed in the rudiments 
of education, and some of them pursue ad- 
“anced studies. This is done in the early hours 
of the evening with competent teachers. Re- 
ligious instruction is given those who desire it. 
Different ministers from prominent churches 
in the city conduct services in the chapel quite 
frequently; then they have a Sunday school, 
Which has been the means of many new, clean 
hearts. They have a very good reference and 
general library. The inmates edit and publish 
a weekly paper called the Summary, in which 
they record no ugly sensations or crimes. A 
Jady said that it was the only family news- 


paper which she encouraged her little ones to- 


read. 

_The cooking is all done by these young men. 
“No fires are to be seen in the neatly-kept 
kitchen or in any offices or rooms, the entire 
house being heated and the cooking done b 
‘Steam. All of the floors are laid in diamond-

Many 
of the young men in the drill were not over 
sixteen or seventeen years of age,and hundreds 
of them looked manly and handsome, and I 
hoped that their crimes and sentences might 
be light. One of the younger ones cried so 
that he could scarcely go through with the 
drill, and my little girl echoed my thoughts 
when she whispered: -‘I expect he wants his 
mama.” 

As I went through the building, and when I 
looked back at this great white beacon light, I 
wished that we could have in our grand old 
State of Georgia just such a reformatory for 
reclaiming and educating our young men who 
have fallen, but I hoped that it could be ar- 
ranged so that they would not be called ‘‘con- 
victs,’’ and forever have to wear that brand of 
Loutig M. Gorpon. 


A BOOM FOR CHARLESTON. 


The Carworks Indicate a Big Business 


Revival. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., March 24.[—Special.]— 
There are startling and very cheering rumors 
in the air in Charleston. It is said, 
on pretty good authority, thata party of north-

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK. March 24.—The stock market to- 
day was still dull, with small fluctuations, but the 
firm to strong tone which marked the dealings 
during the latter portion of last week was still 
prominent, and operations of the day resulted in 
a general appreciation of values with few mate- 
rial advances among the specialties. The rise of 
the last few days encouraged small demonstra- 
tions here and there by the bearish traders this 
morning, and consequently the market during the 
forenoon showed little, if any, improvement over 
Saturday’s prices, and dullness was still the most 
prominent characteristic of speculation. The 
fact that the bank statement of Saturday was fa- 
vorable beyond expectation, and the prospect that 
early and favorable action on the Windom silver 
bill is likely, tended to make a buoyant 
feeling in the street, and gave hopes that the buy- 
ing movement which will break the long depres- 
gion which has prevailed in Wall street while 
business in general has been most satisfactory, 
would setin. The impression that the railroad 
wars in the northwest are inevitably nearing an 
endis growing, and few demonstrations were 
made upon the bull side. The opening figures 
under pressure to sell for short account, were gen- 
crally from % to 44 per cent lower than last Sat- 
urday’s closing figures, but the decline, except in 
such specialties as Tennessee coal and its kindred 
stocks, went little farther. The market exhibited, 
even in dullness, atstubborn strength, which soon 
com pelied the bears to withdraw, and 
in the afternoon the covering of shorts with 
fome little ‘buying for long aecount led 
to more active business, with steadily advancing 
prices. Grangers were the most conspicuous in 
the upward movement, and St. Paul, Rock Island, 
Atchison and Missouri Pacifie attracted attention 
while bituminous coal] stocks, which were leaders 
of the early decline, recovered almostall of their 
losses.
